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DETAILED ACTION 
CLAIMS 
Summary 

Claim 1 is the independent claim under consideration in this Office Action. 
Claims 2-9 are the dependent claims under consideration in this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 US.C. § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hayashi (5,887,536). 

Hayashi teaches a sewing machine for embroidering cloth materials held in a 
retainer. Hayashi teaches the sewing machine as including a head portion 14 having a 
needle moved up and down cooperating with a shuttle 21 beneath a table 16 and driven 
by a shaft. The needle is driven by a main drive means independently of the shuttle 
drive means (column 4, liens 8-17). The table 16 (figure 3) is positioned above the 
lower shuttle driving shaft (figure 2) and a retainer or embroidery frame 17 (figure 1 ) is 
positioned on the table. A holding frame 60 is provided parallel to the surface of the 
table above the retaining frame and table and including support posts 30 at the ends of 
the frame 60. The holding frame supports the sewing head(s) thereon for placement of 
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the sewing heads above the table. An X-direction feeding means 70 is provided above 
the table for moving the retaining frames in the X-direction and a Y-direction feed 
means 30 is provided below the table (figure 3, for example) for moving the retaining 
frame in the Y-direction. As the material is moved in the X and Y directions and is held 
by the retaining frame, the material is embroidered by the sewing machine. 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

Claims 6-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

PERTINENT CITATIONS 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Tajima et al. Illustrate sewing heads supported on a holding 
frame above a table, a retainer, and X and Y direction moving means. Brower et al., 
Story and Cash Illustrate a quilting frame including a sewing head supported on a 
holding frame above a table, a retaining frame, and X and Y direction moving means.
